La«l spring he wai tried on a charge of false 
rwsaring, but the jury were unable to agree upon 
a verdict. On the l'Jtll December last, he was 
again arraigned on the same inJictmeii I belore 
the criminal court of the District of Columbia. 

Tile Washington Sentinel sjys the trial con- 
tinued until TnursJay afternoon, wheu the esse 
was given to the jury, who, yesterday iruruiiig, 
after an absence of twenty-two hours, returned 
to the court room.
